RE we right in assuming that mem- 
bers of Parliament are like learned 
judges, who can feign ignorance to extract 
more information? Yet, if we are not, 
how else can we explain the surprise with 
which they recently received the revela- 
tions by Mr. W. J. Womersley, M.P., that 
sales of family heirlooms are frequently 
bogus? This has been one of the most 
familiar tricks of the trade, and collectors 
and dealers in genuine antiques have long 
clamoured ior protective legislation. 
Nowadays it has become something like 
a habit to conceal names in the law courts 
in the interests of innocent individuals, 
but the bogus art dealer makes this one 
of his virtues. He acquires some sham 
antiques and proceeds to offer them to a 
likely buyer as fine old family heirlooms. 
“Fo tell you the truth, they belong to 
Lord but I have promised not 
to divulge his name,” is the very usual 
formula. ‘‘ You know how sensitive some 
people are when they are feeling these 
bad times. But I give you my guarantee 
that these articles have been in the 
ancestral home for generations.” 


WRITTEN GUARANTEES. 


Needless to add, this guarantee is not 
given in writing if the dealer can possibly 
avoid it, but some are unashamed to see 
their fraud through to the profitable end, 
even to the extent of signing a bogus 
declaration of genuineness. They trust 
to luck that the: purchaser will be con- 
tent to have and hold, and will not pursue 
inquiries, 

Sometimes, however, this does not 
happen; for not long ago one of these 
iricksters was badly bitten. He had 
filled: a West End house with reputed 
treasures, and had the good luck to effect 
a quick sale to a customer—a new-rich 
business man who had acquired a Buck- 
inghamshire mansion and aspired to make 
a show with his money. 

Yet there was nothing of “the fool and 
his money ”’ legend about him. 
as he had his home equipped, a very 
famous art critic was one of his first 
guests, and was asked for his honest 
opinion. The expert considered and then 
simply said, “ Of course, you did not buy 
these things as being genuine?’’ The 
answer in a strong Yorkshire accent was, 
“Of course I did, and’ I suppose you 
mean I’ve been had.’’ The bogus dealer 
in this instance was only too glad to re- 
pay the money he had received to escape 
exposure, and had to count the rent of 
the temporary mansion and the cost of 
removal as money lost. 


FARMHOUSES RENTED. 


The story told in Parliament of one of 
these dealers, who filled an old country 
inn with bogus family heirlooms, would 
surprise no ccllectors. One notorious 
merchant in slam antiques had an in- 
genious plan for hoodwinking the ufsus- 
pecting. He used to look out for vacant 
farmhouses, situated not too far from big 
cities, which he would rent for a season. 

After a house had been filled with his 
“ fake’ wares he himself would enter 
into possession and play the part of a 
farmer. When motorists came into the 
village he would make it his business to be 
at the. inn to get into cepversation,. and 
would cleverly intredace the promise that 
they would see some interesting old things 
if they choose to visit his farm. 

The wily dealer was a model of inno- 
cence. His ruse was to pretend that he 
had no idea of their value, but knew 
them to be old because his grandfather 
had lived in the house before him. By 
this trick the man carried on a business in 
furniture and pottery ‘“fakes’’ and 
forgeries for many years. 

Unfortunately for the public, it is not 
always the dealers only who are guilty of 
the tricks of the trade. Revelations of a 
ruse more difficult to detect were not made 
during the parliamentary debate. and 
should, therefore, be noted. -This plan is 
to eer a temrting commission on soles 
to the owner of some fine fhansion, and 
then to send in a few ‘ fake ” antiques 
to blend with the rest of the furniture. 
When visitors call their attention is 
attracted to these pieces and the hostess 
mentions—in confidence, of course—that, 
being rather hit by taxation and so forth, 
she would like to sell, if only it could be 
done quite privately—‘' as a friend to a 
friend.”’ 


A _TSAR’S PRESENT. 


It is very difficult to be suspicious m 
such circumstances, and still more di Ti. 
cult not to come to the rescue if one is 
able. Thereafter, hostess and shady 
dealer share the vvrofits of theie trick. 
One well-known authority on collecting has 
told how a friend heard a lady in high 
society telling a pathetic tale of need as 
she was showing a guest a piece. of 
furniture which, she. solemnly ‘declared, 
had been given to an ancestor ‘by a Tsar 
of Russia. “The collector who had over- 
heard this remark had seen the identical 
piece in an antique dealer’s shop a short 
while previously. 

Advertisements that a “ cottage full of 
delightful genuine old furniture ” is for 
sale at “ bargain price for cash—owner 
having received an appointment abroad,”’ 
are not always what they seem to be. 
Those who reply may get a free motor run 
into charming country, -with a very com- 
forting lunch into the bargain. Then the 
owner tells his plausible tale that he must 
take up his appointment at once, and that 
there is no likelihood of returning for many 
years. 

“I hate to get rid of this dear old 
home,’’ he explajns pathetically. '' Got 
most of it from my people, and it has been 
in my family for ages, you know. Conse- 
quently, I have nct the ghost of an ide: 
what it all cost or what it is worth.’ 

Nevertheless, he finds no difficulty in 
naming? the figure for “a quiet sale,” 
which is usually effected. The antiques 
have been moved into the cottage for this 
purpose. The owner immediately moves— 
but not abroad. He takes Another cottage 
and announces_to an innocent world that 
he has again received an appointment. 

Despite all the” instances” of art- 
“ faking ” brought before the public. eye, 
the demand for antiques is nnabated, 
Profits are enormous, and, because few 
men and women who like nice things are 
experts, the tricksters are tempted to take 
big risks and ase their wits in devising 


new baits with which to catch the public.

Child Welfare in Belfast. 


Notwithstanding the unpleasant things 
that have been said of Belfast in recent 
times, it must be admitted that the 
Northern capital is worthy of emulation 
in many things. In the promotion of 
child welfare the Corporation takes an 
active interest, and its open-air school on 
the outskirts of the city—the only one of 
its kind in Ireland—for little people who 
are predisposed to tubercular diseases 
dccs much to preserve infant life. There 
also are public playing grounds in various 
congested parts of the city, where all sorts 
of games are encouraged, including even 
the traditional Indian on the war-path 
with feather-head gear and all the 
picturesque trappings so dear to the 
youthful imagination. Then there are the 
babies’ clubs; where children up to the 
age of two years are brought regularly to 
be medically examined, while the mothers 
are taught how to care properly for their 
little ones. 


Useful Institutions. 


In the York street area there is one of 
these institutions. with some hundreds of 
infants on the roll and they are periodic- 
ally examined and weighed. A number of 
ladies attend here weekly and give their 
services voluntarily to this good work, 
and there are two Corporation nurses also 
in attendance. Dr. Anna Watson, one of 
the best known and most skilful lady 
doctors in the city, comes thére every week 
to examine the children and instruct the 
mothers as to the correct methods. of feed- 
ing and general care of the babies. 

Through the kindness of Miss L. J. 
Craig, a lady who is well known for her 
various activities in philanthropic work, 
writes a correspondent, I had the privilege 
of visiting this club, and I was greatly 
interested in the proceedings. It is open 
on Wednesday afternoons at 3 o'clock, and 
the mothers all come flocking in with the 
babies in their arms, pay a penny each 
towards the working expenses, and go up 
in a long procession to the weighing 
basket, where the weight of each child is 
recorded in a book kept for the purpose, 

The result of all this is plainly seen in 
the healthy and happy appearance of the 
children, and it is certain to improve 
the physical development of the rising 
generation. 


A Mountain Parish.

Calary is probably the only parish 
in Southern Ireland which has no Roman 
Catholic Church, It actually has a small 
Protestant majority, and in this respect 
it must be unique in the Free State, 

The church, which nestles in a group of 
trees on a shoulder of the Sugar Loaf, is 
ene of the prettiest country churches | 
have seen in Ireland. In spite of its 
remoteness, Mr, Flint has surprisingly 
good congregations, and virtually the 
whole church has been restored during 
the last few years by voluntary effort.

Indian Rugs in Kilkennu.

So London early got educated up to a 
waxwork show. At Bartholomew Fair it 
found an abiding home until that festival 
was abolished. Mrs. Salmon, an able 


}show-woman, kept that kind of exhibition 


alive, and kept it respectable, with a 
touch of humour that showmen have not 
always displayed ; for she put up for her 
sign a golden salmon, which led Addison 
to write of her: ‘‘It would have been 
ridiculous for the ingenious Mrs, Salmon 
to have lived at the sign of the Trout.” 

It was not, however, unti] Madame Tus- 
saud came on the scene that waxworks 
sprang into prodigious fame. That be- 
spectacled, mob-capped old lady, whose 
effigy you used to see near the door of the 
exhibition before it was burned down—an‘J 
ought to see again—was at once an artist 
and a woman of supreme courage. 
Curtius, her uncle, living in Berne, had 
begun life as a surgeon, and used to make 
wax models in connection with his profes- 
sion. From pieces of anatomy he tarred 
to complete figures, and proved jirnself 
suck an excellent portraitist that he was 
induced to migrate to Paris, where he set 
up as a wax modeller with his niece. Marie 
Gresholtz, hetter known to us as Mada: 
Tussaud. The child, on coming to Paris, 
had shewn unusual precocity, and came 
tc be introduced to many of the great nen 
of the dav—vVoltaire, Rousseau, Robe- 
spierre, Benjamin Franklin, Miraheau, 
and Lafeyette. Voltaire used to pat her 
on the cheek, and tell her she was a 
“ pretty, dark-eyed girl.’’ 


GREAT MEN AT THE WAXWORKS. 


The Revolution crashed out in all its 
horrors, and had it not been for that 
ghastly cataclysm we might never have 
known Madame Tussaud’s to-day. She was 
called upon to make death-masks of the 
victims of the Terror and other famous 
folk. One instance will suffice—that. of 
Marat. Two gendarmes came for her just 
after he had been killed by Charlotte 
Corday, for the purpose of taking a:cast of 
his face. “He was still warm,” she 
wrote afterwards, “ and his bleeding body 
and the almost cadaverous aspect. of his 
almost diabolical features presented a 
picture replete with horror, and I per- 
formed my task under the most painful 
sensations.’’ Needs must when the Devil 
drives. 

Is it any wonder that, taking advantage 
of the Peace of Amiens, Madame should 
escape to England, where she lived until 
the age of ninety. At first the waxworks 
was a travelling show, but it soon settled 
down in London, and at one time occupied 
a building from which the Guards had 
marched out on thejr way to Waterloo. 
The exhibition attracted all sorts of nota- 
bilities. The Duke of Wellington was 
fond of dropping in for a chat with 
Madame Tussaud at the top of the old oak 
stairs. Dickens came, Thackeray, too; 
Daniel O’Connell, Jefferson. Davis, Henry 
Irving, and George Augustus Sala. 

The present writer well remembers. the 
tableau of Sala, who was seated at his 
desk, turning out a column of ‘‘Tele- 
graphese,”’ with a glaring red Post Office 
Directory at his elbow. “ Why the Direc- 
tory ?’’ I once asked the great grandson 
of Madame Tussaud, “' Sala’s own idea,”’ 
he said; “he thought it would mitigate 
the colour of his nose.’ 


THE QUEEN THERE, ALSO, 


The fire which destroyed the exhibition 
a few years ago was held to be an irre- 
parable calamity, but Madame has risen 
like the phoenix from her ashes. The 
famous Lawrence picture of George IV. 
was blistered almost beyond recognition, 
the effigies of kings and _ statesmen 
perished, the great pipe-organ went up Jn 
smoke, and of the most treasured posses- 
sions of the exhibition—the Napoleonic 
relics—only bits of scrap iron remained to 
suggest the coach in which the Emperor 
rode at Waterloo. 

Yet, as I have said, Madame Tussaud 
has risen from the ashes; the familiar 
home in Marylebone has been rebuilt, and 
day by day new additions. to Madame’s 
families of effigies are being carried in.

Hugh O'Donnell, President of the Irish 
National — aes at its 
sxtieth annual congress, which ned 
st Trinity College, Dublin, EEEEC ET 
There were nearly 700 delegates present, 
representing 15,000 members. 

It was time, the president said, to 
publish a national balance sheet showing 
how. the plain common people of the 
country benefited by the present system of 


education.

THE RIGHTS OF PARENTS. 


The Rev. W. R. W. Roberts, 8.F.,T.C.D., 
Vice-Provost, welcomed the delegates to the 
College. He did not, he said, mean the 
welcome to be @ mere formality, but a 
whole-hearted, sympathetic welcome. Having 
dealt with the deep and earnest interest 
which the College always took in the subject 
of education, he rds § out the opportunities 
that the University offered to teachers for 
attending lectures, obtaining diplomas, and 
taking out degrees. Many national. echool 
teachers ge! held ees of B.A. of the 
University of Dublin. e noticed that an 
honest and keen endeavour had been made ta 
provide new schools and to maintain such 
schools. That, he declared, was a noble effort 
to promote the welfare of their children. He 
found himself iu entire sympathy in the 
demand for noon-day meals in schools for the 
children of the poor people; and also the 
providing of writing materials and books for 
their children. 

If he were to express his own ideas, he 
should say that he was strongly opposed to 
the compulsory teaching of Irish for examina- 
tions for training colleges or for the Civil 
Service. He thought that the parents of 
children should have some choice of subjects. 
A parent might wish. that his child should 
take modern science, and the parents should 
have some power over the curriculum which 
ther children were taught. There was 
another means by which a person could 
acquire a knowledge of his own language 
without compulsion, and he referred them to 
Robert Louis Stevenson and how he acquired 
that power of writing the English tongue, by 
which he had attracted the admiration and 
warm sympathy of all those who read his 
works. How was it done? The practice in 
Stevenson’s day was to write accounts of 
what he observed in the woods or experienced 
climbing the mountains, 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. O'Donnell, in his presidential address, 
said that it was a mere truism that no sailor, 
no craftsman, no artist attained the eminence 
of the leader who knew how to train youth. 
“Ty educate a child is to stimulate, direct 
and govern the expansion of his faculties 
during the most tormative period of his 
existence. A school is not a factory for the 
production of human money-making machines. 
Rather,’ he declared, ** it ought to be the 
Ardnacrusha to capture nature’s mighty 
forces and harness them for the illumination 
í life’s pathless tracts.” 

: The ham dehcate thing in the world, at 


‘dts most critical stage, was entrusted to the 


care of the teacher. Even by experts its 
mechanism was only half understood. To try 
to understand the child’s mind and will was 
the bounden duty of every teacher. Parents 
had the right to insist that teachers should 
be well qualified for their positions, and be 
satisfied with the knowledge that they pt 
The State had rightly Fees the public 
from professional quacks and unqualified 
practitioners, but the realm of the mind was 
the teachers’ domain, and they should be 
equipped with a knowledge of poe 
The training which they received, however, 
made practically no provision for an analysis 
of the sensations, thoughts, emotions, im- 
pulses and volitions. Through no fault of 
their own, the teachers had not a. technical 
knowledge of the processes of conation, in- 
tuition, inhibiting, permitting and prevent- 
ing. The more one understood the true nature 
of the teacher’s vocation the more one Baw 
the necessity for a university course for 
teachers in Jogie, empirical and rational 
psychology and ethics. That was due to the 
State and its children, and he claimed it as a 
right that the teacher should be fully 
acquainted with the laws that governed the 
various activities of the mind and will and 
the relations that existed between mind and 
matter. 
UNIVERSITIES AND TEACHERS. 

Every good educationalist, he believed, must 
be a good psychologist; but how could a 
teacher secure the attention and reflection, 
how could he excite and develop them, if he 
knew not the nature of the mind? Who could 
say that the teacher devoid of a technical 
knowledge of paychology, was qualified for 
the position he held? He did not Jay any 
blame upon their training colleges, whic 
from their inception had suffered handicaps 
through no fault of their. own, the truheated 
character of the work imposed upon them 
being done by an alien Government. 

A brighter era in the matter of university 
education, he went on, had opened for every 
profession but that of the teacher. They did 
not envy those opportunities to the persons 
who were their recipients, but he asserted 
that it was time to publish a national balance 
sheet showing how the plain, common people 
of the country benefited by the system of 
education at present _soanpiting, The amount 
of money -expend on .universiiy and 
secondary studentships and scholarships for 
the other professions was stupendously high 
in comparison with that spent on the system 
with which the national teachers were con- 
nected. What did the nation in return? 
He ventured to say that the majority of those 
so educated at the public expense had to go 
to other countries after they qualified. 

PROVISION FOR PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

“If the ordinary emigtant, who places 
merely his brawn and muscle at the disposal 
of the foreigner, is regarded as a loss to the 
nation of , then the physician, or surgeon, 
or engineer, who has enjoyed the benefit of 
the public purse over a long course, and who 
at thé end of it lavishes his talents upon the 
foreigner, ought to be regarded as a greater 
loss to. the nation. It is unnecessary to point 
out the magnitude of this drain see the 
resources oí the country—the loss of export 
of our best brains. e cannot afford it, 
eoir when we consider the fundamental 
rights of our primary school children. The 
first demand n the finances of a country 
ought to be the best possible proyision for 
Primary schools—i.c., for a body of teachers 
so efficiently trai upils will 
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on purely financial gro at put them- 
selves outside the court of discussion” 

There was a necessity for the establishment 
of an advisory council on education as was 
outlined in the Labour tur Committee on 
Education. “A wnivérsity training’ and a 
Lniversity degree would give our ion 
the cultural status it bert 
brains of the country would be attracted to 
ohe of the noblest callings on earth: the 
teaching of the common people of Ireland, the 
enriching of the minds of its future citizens, 
the strengthening of the moral fibre, the 
development of their natural genius, the per- 
tuation of the virtues for which they have 


ome justly tamous.”’

A GREAT VOCATION, 

Very Rev. Father Cullen, President, St. 
Patrick’s scr ! College, expressed his 
pleasure at atténding the Congress. The 
address of their President was an’ excellent 
one, ind the spirit in which it was received 
he regarded as one ofthe best indications 
that they had of progress and the hopes of 
still greater progress of education in Ireland:

ESIDENT'S STATEMENT, - 

Mr. 8. Rénnix, President of the Union, said 
that while efforts were being made to promote 
the greater unity in the Empire edtication 
services, it was pleasing to record progress 
in Ulster in bringing together the three 
branches of the service—primary, secondary 
and technical—into a federation. The Edue+- 
tion Act had brought all grades of teachers 
under the same Ministry. To meet that 
there had been little attempt to co-ordinate 
education in all its branches, so that thé 
educational ladder contemplated by the 
framers of the Act was not by any means 
complete. 

In many parts of the province the benefits 
wf the Education Act were becoming evident, 
but they regretted that in some areas the 
regional committees: seemed not to shoulder 
their new responsibilites in the way one might 
have expected from a community that prided 
itself on its independent spirit and progres- 
sive ideas. When the Government had made 
it sible for the people to procure sanitary 
and healthy buildings, well equipped and 
well ventilaled, with modern conveniences and 
some beauties of decoration, the public should 
see to it that their children were not denied 
‘what was now their birthright. 

They were pleased to state that the Belfast 
Education Committee had endeavoured to do 
justice to displaced teachers by giving them 
new appointments as vacancies occurred 
under their jurisdiction, and the Union ten- 
dered them their sincerest thanks for the care 
and consideration with which they had so far 
handled the situation. They hoped that other 
committees in the province would be guided 
by that precedent. 

THE INSPECTION SYSTEM. 

Referring to the inspection system, he said 
that during the past thirty years it had been 
changéd somewhat in outward form, but the 
vital part had remained’ unchanged. It 
compelled teachers to concentrate on procur- 
ing certain labels by drilling the children to 
answer certain facts rather than training the 
intélligence and developing the mind. — In 
other words it compelled the teachers to 
pursue facts rather than values. They hoped 
there would be a radical change in the near 
future. 

If the ideal was to be realised their system 
must be made mote elastic, both for the 
teachers and in the prescribed curticulum.

MINISTER'S APPEAL. 

The Minister of Labour (Right Hon. J. M. 
Andrews) said that if the controversy over 
the Education Act was continuéd too long it 
would be an actual danger ahd might meet 
with disaster. He felt that the Londonderry 
Act. had already accomplished great things 
and was capable of doing even greater things 
still. They ought to put the children first, 
the teachers second, and all other interests 
into their position of telative importance. If 
they approached the problem in that candid 
way it would get over a great many of the 
difficulties with which they seemed to be 
encumbered. What they wanted to give the 
children was a good general education that 
would make them good citizens. It was only 
right and proper that their young children 
should he taught at any rate to know what 
the Bible containéd and should be made 
aware of those commandments and those 
influences which were so clearly set out in 
the Bible and which were the best guide for 
all of them through life’s journey. 

The managerial] system had been criticised 
in the days gone; past. However that, might 
be, there had been a general demand that the 
managerial system should be done away with 
under the new Act, and that education should 
be placed under popular control. In other 
words, that the people, or their representa- 
tives, should take over the control of educa- 
tion in the different counties and districts, 
and; undoubtedly, regional committees were 
given, in response to public demand. very con- 
siderable power. Already it was being sug- 
gested that those powers should be curbed. 
The Government could net act in thet un- 
stable way. It was the duty of all to work 
together to make the Act a success in the 
interests of all concerned, so that he would 
venture to appeal that day for peace in con- 
nection with education matters. (Hear, hear.) 


CHILDREN AND FAOTS. 

Mr. D. D. Reid, M.P., disagreed with the 
President that the hammering of céttain facts 
into children whether they understood them 
or not was not a thing. He thought 
children should acquire a certain amount of 
facts before they developed sufficient in: 
telligence to ask too many questions. 
Examinations properly conducted had their 
uses. If they did not test the intelligence, 
they decided application and to « certain 
extent knowledge. 

Sir Robert Lynn said that the marvel was 
that the Education Act had worked with so 
great smoothness. It had brought about a 
revolution in the system of education, and 
they were bound to have trouble of one sort 
or another; but, on the whole, with one 
exception, there had been ¢ery fittle friction. 
With regard to Bible teaching, he failed to 
gee why there should be any trouble over it. 
For his part, he would scrap every text-book 
in the sehocle in preference te the Bible, 
which should be taught not only in the 
schools, but in the home.

EDUCATIONAL WORK. 
: | 
“UNIVERSITY AND THE 


SCHOOLS. 


Dr. D. J. Coffey, President of the University 
College, Dublin, in formally opening t 
convention, said that the meeting of the 
secondary teachers there was a great: leasure 
to the College, and he hoped that it would 
be continued. Their interests. and in- 
terests of the College in education. were 
identical. It was with the secondary schools 
anid the education given in them that the 
work of the University was immediately con- 
cerned for its development and final achieve- 
ment. In one sense all education, primary 
and university, was an organic whole, all 

arts of which were necessary to the well- 

ing and life of those concerned in the 
achievement of the purposes of education. 
Everyone must recognise that the university 
was more intimately associated with the work 
of secondary education as its own special 
source of achievement in university work. 

The convention was meeting under excep- 
tionally fortunate circumstances. The period 
after Easter had come to be associated with 
a review of educatiénal work. Congresses 
were being held everywhere, and the public 
mind was converged in that way on the 
intimate character of the education in pro- 
gress and the outlook attached to the work of 
schools of all kinds. Those in the College 
would watch with the greatest interest the 
matters which the secondary teachers had to 
diseuss, and would look forward to the con- 
vention resulting in the steady, definite 
advancement of education and of the Associa- 
tion of Secondary Teachers. 

OUTGOING PRESIDENT’S ADORESS. 

Mr. George P. Duggan having then taken 
the chair, 

Mr. J. J...Murphy, outgoing President, 
delivered his addréss, in the course of which 
he said that he thought that no secondary 
teacher would dispute the fact that there had 
been a considerable lowering in the standard 
of intelligence during the last dozen years 
among students entering the secondary 
schools. This difference was accentuated by 
the higher standard adopted for the inter- 
mediate certificate, and further by the fact 
that many of the students, having completed 
their primary school course, were allowed to 
remain for a further year or two at the school. 
The radical change that had taken place as a 
result of the findings of the Dail Commission 
on Secondary Education had. hardly had a fair 
innings yet; but, if there was a fault in this 
revised education, he would say that it ley in 
the direction that the basic elements of 
their curricula were not sufficiently * estab- 
lished im the mind of the scholar. 
For some years after the introduction 
of the néw programme there was a tendency 
to run riot on the part of examiners and 
teachers. The students, however, did not 
enter into the spirit of these educational 
excursions, and demonstrated their disagree- 
ment by wholesale failures in the examina- 
tions. That this disagreement was not now 
so evident was mainly due to the fact that 
the entrants underwent a preliminary grading 
whereby a big Percentage was eliminated. 

Under the old intermediate system 50 to 70 

r cent, of the total number in a class could 
ope to obtain a parchmentsas the result of 
their labours... Nowadays 50 to 70 per ceutt. 
were not even allowed to enter, and of these, 
20 to 40 per cent. were liable to failure. 
These facts would seem to indicate that the 
pass students were not getting a sporting 
chance. In his opinion the existing courses 
were too extensive for the pass student. 
would prefér to see them more intensive. The 
proposed establishment of lower courses was 
a step in the direction of accommodating this 
student. In so far as it might be successful 
in preserving the species, he would support 
this proposition, because if the existent eater- 
ing for the honour student in the intermediate 
certificate class was continued it would lead 
to the ultimate extinction of the pass student. 
There was aniple opportunity so to adapt the 
existing examinations as to give the pass 
student a fair ‘chances, for example, by 
reserving special extra questions for . the 
scholarship aspirant. He thought that the 
definitions of the lower courses must for 
sheer lack of definition be unique. The 
atjthorities must avoid throwing schools and 
classes into confusion for, perhaps, many 
years by applying this semi-hatched proposal. 


SCHOOL AND UNIVERSITY. 

Drawing attention to the necessity for some 
co-ordination between the secondary school 
and the university, he said that he thought 
that in the subjects in which honours had 
been obtained in the leaving certificate a 
student should be granted his first year 
examinations in the university. This would 
permit of a higher standard of scholarship in 
the. final year and eliminate the slackness 
apparent in the first university year on the 
part of leaving certificate honour students, a 
slackness which formed a bed introduction to 
the strenuous years which followed. Further, 
such co-ordination was necessary if the 
leaving certificate RR“ exafhination was to 
be maintained. .did not see why the 
leaving certificate examination should hot re- 
be the matriculation examination entirely. 

e was glad to be able to report genera! 
progress in regard to the teacher. Their 
claim to a voice in educational matters grew 
stronger year by year. They were at one 
with their primary school colleagues in de- 
manding the establishment of an Educational 
Council, Surely their Chambers of Commerce, 
their Farmers’ nions, their Women’s 
Councils and kindred bodies could aid by 
suggestions and ri in formulating a 
scheme of education fulfilling all the needs of | 
Ireland, Education implied progress, and the 
establishment of an Educational Council 
would be the most progressive step available 
to the Minister for Education at the moment. 
It would relieve many of their educational ills 
and obviate others. 

The President claimed facilities and 
encouragement for their best teachers to attend 
the congresses and educational gatherings so 
common in England and on the tinent ; 
and, jn conclusion, he said that he hoped that 
the provisions of the pension scheme, which 
at last they had been promised, would be 
im A enerous to compensate for the 
délay. them hope that the pension 
scheme might not be on Northern 
model, They claimed, at least, a scheme 
as generous as thal of the primary teachers

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Mtr. Ford and the Free State. 

According to an interview which he 
gave in London yesterday, Mr. Henry 
Ford will not come to Cork. Mr. 
Ford objects to tariffs. Some years ago 
his firm, which is the greatest business of 
its kind in existence, established a branch 
factory near Cork in order to supply cer- 
tain Ford models for the European 
market. This step was taken partly be- 
cause Mr. Ford claims Irish descent and 
always has shown a sympathetic interest 
in Ireland s affairs, and also because the 
Cork site was most convenient for his pur- 
pose. In order to encourage the enter- 
prise, the Free State Government revised 
its scale of motor taxes, giving a d:cided 
preference to Ford models; but, ap- 
parently, Mr. Ford is not satisfied. He 
declares that the Free State Government's 
fiscal policy is wrong. Insistence on cer- 
tain import duties, it seems, prevents the 
Ford works in Cork from manufacturing 
articles and seuuing them to England as 
cheaply as they can be delivered from 
the United States. Mr. Ford. gives 
one instance of the way in which tariffs 
have interfered with trade, that will sur- 
prise most citizens of the Free State. One 
of the original purposes of the Cork 
factory was the manufacture of motor 
tractors, and, in Mr. Ford’s opinion, 
these machines can be made for certain 
markets more easily in these islands than 
unywhere else. Yet recently, when no 
fewer than 50,000 tractors were required 
for Russia, the order was supplied in 
Detroit instead of in Cork, and Mr. Ford 
asserts that it was lost to the Free State 
on account of Mr. Blythe’s tariffs. 

Mr. Ford seems to have been 
informed in regard to the details of the 
Free State's fiscal policy ; for. he talks of 
tariffs on ‘‘ fuel and ore from Wales” 
which do not exist... It is manifest, how- 
ever, that he is concerned with broad 
principles rather than with details, and 
that he regards the Government’s import 
duties as a serious check on trade. Mr. 
Ford makes no secret of the fact that he 
believes whole-heartedly in Free Trade. 
“Free trade,” he says, “is keen com- 
petition, amd that world 
needs.” No man in the world to-day is 
better qualified to speak on these matters 
than Henry Ford. He is*virtually the 
the mass- 
production; yet there is nothing cheap 
about his industry. His workers are 
paid remarkably high wages; the 
conditions of labour in his factories 
are almost ideal, and. he has instituted 
schemes of profit-sharing which give his 
employés an added interest in their jobs. 
Mr. Ford knows the intricacies of the 
export trade as few living men know 
them, and when he declares himself against 
tariffs in any shape or form his words 
cannot be ignored. Tariffs are restrictions 
against the free flow of goods and services 
throughout the world. They encourage 
inefficiency and antiquated methods. They 
place a premium on “ profiteering,” and, 
while they may seem to give a temporary 
advantage to native industries, they 
generally prove in the long run to be 
their worst enemies. 

A case might be made for import duties 
in some countries in which efficient native 
industries are exposed to unfair competi- 
tion from the products of sweated labour 
abroad. In the Free State, however, 
no such case can be made. Much was 
said, when Mr. Blythe decided to impose 
his first tariffs, about the establishment 
by outside firms of factories in the 
Saorstát. Ford's in Cork is one of those 
factories, and we know now what its pro- 
prietor thinks of its “ protection.” Has a 
single tarifi—with thé possible exception 
of that on oatmeal—really justified itself 
in the Free State? Mr. Cosgrave's policy of 
“selective protection ” was not intended 
to produce revenue; it was intended to 
encourage the purchase of native pro- 
ducts. We have urged'from the beginning 
that the game is not worth the candle. 
For every additional worker that has been 


employed as a result of tariffs the con- 
sumer has been foreed to pay dearly; }

We make no apology for insist- 
ence on the fact that in agriculture, and 
agriculture only, lies the Free State’s 
hope of economic salvation. Just as no 
Irish firm could hope to compete against 
Mr. Ford’s Detroit business—tariff or no 
tariff—no Irish firm can compete against 
the mass-producing factories of England. 
This country, however, can produce 
butter, eggs and live-stock as well as 
any other country in the world. The 
idea that there is something ignominious 
in this industry is utter nonsense. Surely 
it is better to produce butter well than 
to produce manufactured articles badly.

The Dumb Parent. 


Teachers sare supposed to study their 
pupils, but how many teachers make any 
attempt to study their pupils’ parents? 
Certainly a knowledge of the average 
parent’s mind is not obvious in the 
address which Mr. Hugh O'Donnell gave 
yesterday to the national teachers’ 
congress. He says that parents ' should 
have the right to insist ’’ that the teachers 
“should be equipped with a knowledge of 
psychology,’’ which would make them ex- 
perts in ‘ the 
thoughts, emotions, impulses 
volitions.”” Mr. O’Donnell’s suggestion 
will leave the parents cold. At present, 
it seems, although they pay the piper, 
they are powerless to call the tune; but, 
if their rights as parents and taxpayers 
were recognised by the State, their reform- 
ing zeal would ignore the domain of 
psychology. We believe that, if a repre- 
sentative committee of parents were put 
in charge of the Free State's primary 
education to-morrow, it would insist upon 
two or three very simple things. In the 
first place, while making adequate provi- 
sion for Irish studies in the schools, it 
would abolish the compulsory teaching of 
Trish. In the next place, it would insist 
on such improvement in teaching methods 
as would make them at least as good as

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Large Aeroplanes. 


The attempt which German airmen are 
about to make to fly from Ireland to 
America by aeroplane is understood to be 
one step in a far-reaching German scheme 
for the encirclement of the earth in aero- 
plane services. It is reported from 
Germany that, as another step in the same 
great enterprise, a 44-ton aeroplane, 
equipped with twelve engines of a total 
of 6,000 horse-power, is under construc- 
tion. This monstrous flying vessel is in- 
tended to accommodate fifty passengers 
in trans-Atlantic flight. Writing in the 
Daily Telegraph, Major C. C. Turner, an 
aeronautical expert, says that the report 
has revived the “big aeroplane” contro- 
versy. British authorities generally hold 
that at twelve to fifteen tons gross weight 
the limit to profitable size development 
has been reached. When the machine 
passes a certain magnitude the weight of 
structural parts must be increased, in the 
interests of stability, in such measure that 
the carrying power is smaller in propor- 
tion, and the machine thus ceases to be 
economic. Moreover, British critics of the 
German project are of opinion that the 
proposed dimensions would result in a 
“ wing-loading’’ of nearly 40lb, to every 
square foot, rendering flight impossible, 
They believe, therefore, that the machine 
never will reach completion. Meanwhile, 
a remarkable monoplane, the Inflexible, 
is undergoing trials in Great Britain. This 
craft has a gross weight of fifteen tons, and 
it is fitted with three engines of a total of 
2,000 horse-power. It is claimed that the 
Inflexible can fly with two of its engines 
vut of action. The Inflexible is built 
wholly of metal, and the more general 
use of steel is one of the means by which 
the increase in aeroplane size is pursued. 
Apart from the loss of economic loading 
capacity entailed by great size, there is the 
further difficuliy that the “ take-off’’ and 
alighting of very heavy craft are perilous 
owing to the factor of inertia. A skiff ean 
hit a pier sharply without damage; a 
liner that strikes the pier thus will inflict 
serious injury. In this way a stage must 
come when the heavy aeroplane cannot 
land with safety. 


Models of Ships. 


Do the seafaring men of to-day beguile 
lonely hours, like their fathers before 
them, by the construction of model ships? 
In a thousand cottages around our coasts 
the handiwork of the older generation 


survives. Oe ds walle; Senseed in glans 


f bones, “schooners, brigs and brave three- 
masted ships sail for ever on painted seas 
‘of green and white. The snowy sails aro 
distended, the rigging is complete to tha 
last detail. Sometimes the vessel is but 
in low relief on a. wooden ground that 
depicts a windy sky; sometimes, in an 
excess of ingenuity, it rides in all its 
glory within a sealed bottle, whose neck 
is too narrow, apparently, ever to have 
admitted even the hull. Old sailors dis- 
course in salt language on the histories of 
the vessels represented, and tell how they 
would navigate them in troublous weather. 
They eye with scorn the land-lubber who 
cannot detect the artistic licence with 
which a fore-sail has been hitched to the 
wrong part of the mast, forbidding the 
descent of a yard. Formerly, no doubt, 
these models were used for the education 
of the young in the names and properties 
of a ship’s gear; to-day, they are but 
picturesque relics. The time is coming 
when the most expert sailor neither will 
know nor need to know a fore-topgallant 
studding-sail irom a flying jit. Of late 
collectors of curios have discovered 
in ship models precious objets d'art. 
American museums are building up collec- 
tions in which the history of navigation 
by sailing ship will be epitomised. For 
old, historic or handsome specimens high 
prices are offered, and already Germany 
is manufacturing false antiques on a 
factory scale. Lady Adams, writing in 
Chambers’s Journal, asks Britons to save 
their model ships from the trans-Atlantic 
maw. ‘Our Shakespeare folios have 
gone; our Blue Boy is there; private 
houses are filled with our treasures. .. .« 
Do not let our ship models follow them.”’

ONE VICTIM’S LEG 
AMPUTATED, 
——— 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

Two of a party of twenty-eight English 
girls who spent Easter in France were 
hurt in a char-d-bane accident yesterday 
while on their way back to Paris from 
Fontainebleau. 

Grace Hill, one of the school girls, has 
had to have her leg amputated. She bore 
the operation very well. The condition of 
the other injured girl, Mary Hargreaves, 
who is suffering from iiternal injuries, is 
still critical, but the surgeon in attehdan-é 
states that be is hopeful im both cases. 


PARENTS’ JOURNEY. 

The parents of both girl« are leaving 
England to-night and are due to arrive 
here early to-morrow morning. Every 
facility for their journey is being given 
them. 

There are in all some 250 English school- 
girls at present visiting Paris, but none of 
them saw the accident except those actu- 
ally in the ill-fated char-i-Lane, who were 
all girls from the Bridgwater County 
School and the Alexandra College, West- 
cliffe-on-Sea, in charge of two mistresses 
from Bridgwater and Westcliffe-on-Sea 
respectively, and two Bbrench women 
guides. 


HOW ACCIDENT HAPPENED.

“I am a complete free trader; I do 
not believe in anything else than free 
trade all round,” he said. ‘‘ A tariff can 
only be a means of giving one set of 
people an advantage over another. Free 
trade is keen competition, and that is 
what this world is and needs.”’ 

Mr. Ford is just as much opposed to 
restrictions suca as that recently removed 
from rubber as to tariffs. ‘* People ought 
not to put such restrictions on," he said. 
“I do not beheve in them. That is not 
competition ; 1t is just restriction. 


RUBBER PLANS. 


“The removal, of the restriction will 
not affect my rubber plans in Brazil. 
We shall go on with them there, and Mr. 
Firestone, one ef my managers, has gone 
to look round Liberia. We may never 
make a tyre for sale, but may turn the 
whole preduct over to the manufacturers. 
We make a hundred sets a day now, but 
only to find out something about tyres.”’ 

Talking of his properties in England; 
Mr. Ford said that he had sold the site 
which he bought at Southampton, as he 
did not consider it suitable. ‘‘ But,” he 
added, ‘* this does not rule out Southamp- 
ton. I think we should have two places 
in England.” 

He had visited the Dagenham property 
and was going there again. He thought 
there were possibilities in the big dump 


‘of London refuse there, which covered 


about a third ot the three hundred acres, 
for the production of power. This was 
being investigated. 


WAGES TOO LOW IN BRITAIN. 


‘The prosperity of America is bound 
to continue indefinitely, and it will be 
the same here just as soon as people 
wake up to the fact that they must do 
a good job of work,” Mr. Ford declared. 

The only thing that will put real pros- 
Perity into tha country is machinery. 
People try to say that machinery brings 
idleness, but it is really just the other 
way about. TI have more men making 
machines than I have making cars, Many 
think there is a limit to such things, but, 
alter people have enough to eat, their 
wants are unlimited, and it makes for 
Prosperity. You do not do enough by 
Machinery here.”

DRINK AND DANCES. 

Mr. Ford believes that America has 
improved immensely under prohibition 
and that it will eventually spread to the 
rest of the world. 

“My experience,” he said, “' is that 
nobody can drink alcohol or smoke with- 
out injuring the brain. I have talked to 
Edison and many other scientists, and 
base my beliefs on scientific facts. I take 
no credit for being an abstainer, because 
I do not like alcohol.”’ 

Mrs. Ford and he are enthusiastic about 
the success of their campaign to popularise 
old-fashioned dances in the States. The 
professors whom they appointed to teach 
the people at Dearborn have instructed 
thousands of children and adults in many 
States. Jazz, he believed, had done good, 
in that it had given people their experi- 
ence. It was inevitable that the pendulum 
should swing in favour of the older 


dances. 
TRADE SCHOOLS. 

Another thing which Mr. Ford prides 
himself on is the success of his trade 
schools, in which.lads are trained to take 
their place in his works as skilled men. 
They were started because many applica- 
tions for work were received from women 
upon whom families depended. ‘* We 
always prefer to take a boy and let the 
woman remain in her natural place in the 
home,” Mr. Ford said. ‘‘ The boys are 
paid a man’s wage while they are learn- 
ing, because they are the head of the 
house. These schools have an academic 
department. Before I left I asked how 
many of these boys had become heads of 
departments and foremen, and I was told 
ju + over seven hundred in twelve years, 
These schools absolutely pay, and you will 
have to come to establishing them over 
here. The first thing the boys are taught 
is to make tools.”’ 


ENGLISH ROYALTY REVERED. 

“ The great majority of the people in 
tha States revere your King and Queen, 
and I think the Prince of Wales is just as 
popular over there as he is here,” Mr. 
Ford said. ‘‘ When the Prince visited 
America I showed him a big electric 
locomotive which we were building, and 
he asked questions which showed that he 
knew all about the subject. Some of the 
things he asked I had forgotten about 
myself, though I designed the locomotive. 
I told the Prince that he was very well

KU KLUX KLAN TERROR

REMARKABLE EVIDENCE 
IN COURT. 

From Revter’s (OanRESPLNDENT, 
PITTSBURG, Tuesday. 

Gruesome tales of murder, horse- 
whipping and bembing were related by 
witnesses in court here to-day in the 
course of injunction suits against the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

One witness swore that he personally 
had witnessed seven or eight men burned 
at the stake, while other witnesses gave 
vivid descriptions of the reign of terror 
in the countryside as the result of the 
doings of the so-called “ night rider#,’’ 
organised by the Ku Klux Klan, who 
burned churches and carried out bombing 
and assassination. 

Mr. Clarence Ludlow, who was once a 
member of the Dallas Klan, gave the most 
sensational testimony of a day crowded 
with horrors, describing how, on one occa- 
sion, he saw a man who had incurred the 
displeasure of the “K.K.K.”” whipped 
with a blacksnake whip, then covered with 
hot tar and coated over with feathers. 

The same witness declared that on 
another occasion at Terrel, Texas, a 
white man, after conviction, was taken 
out and burned alive after oil had been 
poured over nm. 

The injunction is being brought against 
the National Klan organisation by five 
“banished members. 


BREMEN WAITING FOR

i THE ADDRESS. 

The address was in the following terms :— 

May it please Your Excellency,—We, the 
President, Vice-President and Council of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, desire to con- 
gratulate Your Excellency on your appoint- 
ment as Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State. The appointment to that high position 
of a member of a well-known Irish: aes 
who has had a distinguished career in India 
and ofher parts of the Fast, and more 
recently as High Commissioner of this 
country in London, has caused us much 
pleasure, and adds to the warmth of the 
welcome we now tender on nee of one of 
the oldest Chambers of Commerce in existence. 

Five years ago, when we welcomed your 
eminent predecessor, the Irsh Free State was 
emerging from a condition of turmoil, marked 
by widespread destruction of life and property. 
To-day, as a Yesult of wise admimstration, 
security and order prevail. 

Although we realise that much remains to 
be done to remove the depression resulting 
from the Great War and civil disturbances, 
we feel that the legislative and other measures 
taken to place the State in a sound economic 
oosition will achieve much succéss in the near 
uture. 

The members of the Dublin Chamber of 
Comnierce have given their services freely in 
all matters relating to the welfare of the 
State, and we assure Your Excellency that 
they ‘will always be found willing to support 
every movement tewards national progress. 

We wish health and happinéss to Your 
Excellency, and hope that your term of office 
will be marked by a steady improvement in 
the economic and social conditions of our 
country.

GOVERNOR-GENERAL'S REPLY. 

The Governor-General. replied as follows :— 

Mr. President and Gentlemen,—I am 
honoured by an address of welcome from your 
Chamber, which for nearly a century and a 
half has rendered valuable service in pro- 
moting and safeguarding the commerce and 
industry of Ireland generally, and of Dublin 
in particular. 

lt is natural that vou, both as citizens 
sharing in the commonweal and as being 
specially concerned with commercial and in- 
dustrial development, should note with satis- 
faction the improvement in the general condi- 
tions throughout the Saorstat during my pre- 
decessor’s tenure of office. I am glad that 
you look forward confidently to a still further 
recovery from the depression and dislocation 
of our industrial activities, and that you 
expect useful results in the near future from 
the legislative and other measures adopted 
mn recent years to advance the general well. 
being. As the full effect of these measures 
cannot be realised without the co-operation 
of the business community, your assurance 
that in the future, as in the past, your 
Chamber will be alive to its duties and 
responsibilities accords both with public 
expectation and with the traditions of your 
Chamber. : 

I am personally convinced that the oppor- 
tunities for development in this country are 
many, and that a careful study of our condi- 
tions, as compared with those of most other 
countries, suggests anything but grounds for 
self-pity. Like you, I look forward to the 
future with confidence. 

We must imitate our neighbours and com- 
petitors by relying on intelligent organisation 
and a good and reliable standard of technical 
efficiency at all stages, from production to 
ultimate sale for consumption. I think we 
cannot improve. on the statement made by 
one of our great fellow-countrymen at the last 
Imperial Conference: “ We realise that our 
products must be uniformly good and not 
occasionally excellent.’’ 

It is inevitable that various methods of 
solving -our problems should be proposed, 
and, perhaps, also that we should individually 
think that these mental products are not 
uniformly good. Whatever solutions may be 
found acceptable, your wish that both social! 
and economic conditions may be steadily 
improved summarises the national expectation 
that economic and social improvement. shall 
alike concern those to whom responsibility 
for our future national development is en- 
trusted.

RATE COLLECTOR’S 
PLUCK.

WOUNDED IN EFFORT TO 
FOIL ARMED ROBBERS. 


Rate Collector Daniel Carroll, Vicarstown, 
Queen's County, is in hospital under treatment 
for bullet wounds in his left hand and fore- 
arm, which he received in resisting three 
armed robbers who held him up at the fringe 
of a wood at Rathdaire after eighteo clock at 
night and took from him £170, rates which 
he had collected during the day at Portarling- 
ton. 

Describing his experience to our Correspon- 
dent, Mr. Carroll, who is a young man of fine 
physique, said: “ I was cycling home at about 
8 o'clock p.m., and at Rathdaire a man 
jumped out on the road behind me and gave 
a loud whistle. Immediately two men, one 
brandishing a revolver, jumped out in front of 
me and ordered me to halt. I dismounted, 
and the first man, coming up, asked me about 
the money I had collected. I said I had 
lodged it all in the bank. He said he would 
‘have a try for it.’ I was told to put up my 
hands, and did so. The man with the revolver 
held it up to me. 

“As the other man went to search me I 
grasped the revolver with my left hand and 
tried to take it. A shot went off, and the 
bullet went through my hand. Immediately 
a second shot went off, and I felt my arm hit. 
I felt myself getting weak and fell. — 

“They. searched all my clothing and took 
the money and went away into the wood, 
leaving me lying on the road. 1 became un- 
conscious, and when I came to I made my 
way up the road to Mr. Luttrell’s house. 
Mrs. Luttrell bandaged my wounds, and sent 
a. message on to a neighbour, Connor, and 
they sent a car to take me home.’’

MOTOR COLLISION. 


CORONER HOLDS BOTH 


DRIVERS CULPABLE,

A. verdict to the effect that death was 
due to sheck caused by fracture of the skull, 
and that the accident was brought about by 
an error of judgment on the part of two 
motor drivers, who were equally culpable, 
was returned at an inquest held by Dr. Louis 
Byrne; Dublin City Coroner, in the Mater 
H tal yesterday, on Patrick Cunningham, 

32 years, of 59 Strand road. Cunning: 

was thrown out of a motor car, owned 
and driven by John McGarraty, 108 Cabra 
Park, when it came into collision with 
another motor car, dziven by Bernard igen, 
65 Lindsay road, at 11.40 p.m. last Saturday 
at the junction of Lower Dorset street an 
Belvidere road. 

“THROWN OUT OF CAR. 

William Perrin, Cabra Park; who was in 
the same car as the deceased man, said that 
they were coming from Cloghran to the city. 
As they approached the junction of Lower 
Dorset street and Belvidere road, travelling 
at between fifteen and twenty miles an hour, 
he saw a two-seater car swing out from Belvi- 
dere road on its correct side. It slackened 
speed, and seemed to stop. It then turned 
to the right, which was its wrong side, and 
the car in which the witness was swerved to 
the left, on its own side. The two-seater car 
‘‘flashed across,” and a collision followed, 
the witness being thrown to the ground. 

Answering rgeant Carrothers, Civic 
Guard, the witness said that he could not 
swear that either car sounded its horn before 
the collision. 

DRIVER'S EVIDENCE. 

“Bernard Egan, the driver of the two-seater 
cat; having been cautioned by the Coroner, 
said that as he approached Lower: Dorset 
street from Belvidere road he saw the other 
molór Car cóming from Drumcondra at. a 
fast rate. Knowing that lie would not have 
time to get across to his proper side, he 
swerved ‘to the right. The on-coming car 
swerved to the left, and the two cars crashed 
into one another, 

The Coroner—Why did not you turn to 
the left—to your own side? 

The Witness—As the position appeared to 
me it did not seem necessary. 

You came directly on your wrong side ?— 
In the actual turning round of the corner, 
I did; in order to give sufficient time to the 
other car to pass along. I went on the wrong 
side to avoid the accident. If I went to the 
left I would have gone in front of the other 
car. 

Why did not you stop’—I never thought 
an accident would occur. 

Cyril Egan, a brother of the last witness, 
who was following the car on a motor cycle, 
said that the on-coming car was travelling 
at about thirty-five miles an hour. 

To a Juror—Even if his brother had 
stopped the car the accident could have 
occurred, because the other car was travelling 
in the direction of his brother’s car. 

FIVE PASSENGERS. 

John McGarraty, the driver of the car in 
which the deceased man had been a 
passenger, gave evidence that there were five 
passengers in the car. . When coming along 
Dorset street he was travelling at between 
fifteen and twenty miles per hour, and he 
slowed down as he approached the corner. 

In further evidence, the witness said that 
he drove his car, which was a Ford, to 
Cloughran that night at about 8.30 or 9 
o'clock, to “try” it. He took Perrin and 
two other men with him, and, meeting the 
deceased and another man at Cloughran, gave 
them a ‘lift’? home, as they had missed the 
‘bus. The deceased man was sitting in the 
centre of the back seat. . ; 

Replying to the sergeant, the witness said 
that. when he saw the two-seater car coming 
out of Belvedere road he slowed down. He 
believed that the other car was going to cross 
the road, but the driver came out and turned 
back between the curb, witness’s car catching 
it on the left wheel. The witness applied 
the brakes and tried to pull to the right, but 
could not do so. Three of the tyres 
were torn off the car. The witness 
sounded his horn, but did not hear 
the other car, which was travelling at about 
fifteen miles an hour, sound its horn. There 
was nothing to stop the driver of the two 
seater car from going to his feft, which 
would be his correct side. 

The two Guards, McGarraty, and John 
Cosgrave fone of the latter's passengers) 
were recalled, and all denied that any of 
the occupants of the car were under the in- 
fluence of drink. 

Answering the sergeant, Mr. Egan. said 
that the driver, McGarraty, was not under 
the inflmence of drink, but had taken drink. 

Dr. Cullen, house surgeon, said that when 
the deceased man was admitted at about 12 
o'clock on the night in question, he was un- 
conscious, and was in a hopeless condition. 
Death was due to shock caused by pressure 
on the brain from fracture of the sknil. 
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MR. CHISHOLM WILLIAMS. 


Mr. George Chisholm Waldemar Williams, 
who -died at his home in Finchley yesterday 
at the age of sixty-three, was one of a brave 
and distinguished band of X-ray fd says 
The Times. In 1895 Professor Rontgen dis- 
covered the electrical ray, which was at first 
named after him. Seven weeks later Mr. 
Williams, then a young medical practitioner, 
lately. graduated’ at St. Thomas’s and 
spectalismg in his spare time on the uses of 
lecteioity in diseaset, had the satisfaction ol 
repeating .Rontgen’s experiments, and suc- 
ceeded in making an X-ray photograph of 
his fingers. 

From then.onwards in the intervals of a 
busy general practice, Mr. Williams devoted 
himself whole-heartedly to the practical de- 
velopment of this discovery, so that it could 
be gá “ag to the actual alleviation of suffer- 
ing. In particular, he turned his attention 
to the action of the rays in pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, and in the treatment of cancer, and 
in these he achieved considerable success, 
particularly in the curation of small skin 
cancer. 

‘Wher he left the Army after the war the 
full .extent of the ravages which the rays 
had wrought on his own system became 
apparent: In the early days neither the 
need nor the- means for precaution such as 
are now taken in handling the rays had been 
apparent. Gradually the rays had been 
gravely affecting his. hands, and their con- 
dition was severely aggravated by contact 
with septic war cases. For many years he 
suffered acutely, and at length Jost the whole 
of one and part of the other hand. In all 
hg undérwent some forty operations. Last 
year his services to science and his sufferings 
in its cause were doubly recognised. He was 
made a Civil List pensioner, and he was at 
about the same time presented with the 
Bronze Medal, the highest award of the 
Carnegie Hero Fund, for heroic endeavour to 
save human life, together with the grant of 
a pension trom that fund.

LABELLING ARTICLES. 

The sanitary authority and officers of local 
authorities will enforce the regulations, and 
for this purpose will make such inquiries and 
take such other steps as may seem to them 
necessary for securing observance of the regu- 
lations in the district of the sanitary 
authority. A person. who es or offers 
for sale by retail any article which contains 
any preservative must label the article, 
or exhibit a notice in a conspicious place, so 
as to be easily readable by the customer. 

No person can sell cream which contains 
any thickening substance, and no person can 
sell any atticle for use as a preservative - 
or colouring matter for, any article of foo 
if such use would be contrary to the regula- 


tions. 
OFFICERS’ POWERS. — 

Any officer authorised by the Minister and 
any officer of the sanitary authority acting in 
the execution of these regulations, are 
empowered to enter premises where articles 
to which these regu ations apply’ are pre- 
pared, packed, labelled or stored. The officer 
can take samples, and; if so required, make 
reasonable payment for samples taken. 

li, an article is sold within the district 
of the authority contrary to the regulations 
the authority or officer can, in addition to 
taking proceedings against the seller, take 
proceedings against any previous seller of the 
article, and the sale by the previous seller 
will be deemed to have taken place within 
the district of the authority. 

IMPORTED FOOD. 

Subject to any directions given by the 
Revenue Commissioners after consultation 
with the Minister the Customs and Excise 
officers will have power to take samples ol 
consignments of imported articles to which 
these regulations apply, and to send them 
to the State Chemist for analysis and a 
portion of the sample to the importer. 

The regulations with regard to prohibiting 
any preservative, or colouring matter, or 
thickening substunce in articles of food, and 
requiring the labelling of certain articles of 
food and articles sold as preservatives, will 
not apply in the case of any article that is 
intended to be exported or re-exported, or 
intended for use as ship’s stores, 

EVIDENCE. 

The certificate of the State Chemist or the 
Public Analyst of the result of the chemical 
examination of a sample will be sufficient 
evidence, unless the defendant requires that 
the person who made the examination be 
called as a witness.

NOT A PROSECUTION. 


Mr. Clements, who opened the case, ex- 
lained that the Bishop of Gloucester was not 
the prosecutor. ‘‘ This is not a prosecution,” 
6 said, “ and should not be interpreted into 
& prosecution. The Bishop had no alterna 
tive but to set up a Commission to inquire 
into the complaints which had been made 
against the incumbent. It is of the utmost 
importance that these matters, these allega- 
tions, should be cleared up here and now, 
and that nothing should be left over, ao that 
if Mr. Hayden is cleared of these allegations 
he should be able to go back to Avening to 
or, all these things entirely behind 

im. 

Dealing with the particular charges, courisel 
said that the evidence was such that these 
complaints were beyond all village gossip. 
For years it had been common talk in the 
neighbourhood that Mr. Hayden did court 
Miss Chipp under such circumstances as to 
impute improper motives and cause a scandal. 
Mr. Hayden had a conversation with his 
churchwarden. Sir Cecil Breit, and told him 
what was being talked of in the village. 
Mr. Hayden told Sir Cecil Brett that he 
did seek Miss Chipp’s society, as he was 
lonely, and that Miss Chipp and he had many 
tastes in common. On the question of bad 
language, the allegation was not that there 
were occasional outbursts, but that he 
habitually used language that was improper 
in the mouth of a clergyman. 

Dr. E. Earengey protested against the 
vague way in which some of the charges were 
formulated, and said that it was monstrous 
to expect Mr. Hayden to meet them. 

The Court retired to consider these matters, 
and it was announced that they would not 
admit any evidence on the question of 
language, and the alleged resorting to taverns. 
These charges would be adjourned, so that 
the complainants could give the incumbent 
specific allegations to answer. 

The Court then proceeded to take evidence 


THE EVIDENCE. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Ricardo, of Mitchiu- 
hampton, said that he visited Mr. Hayden" 
with the object of helping to facilitate the 
efforts to bring about an exchango of livings. 
“Mr. Hayden voluntarily told me about 
these tales that were going about. He said 
that a tale had been told in a publichouse 
that he had been caught in the act of mis- 
conduct. Subsequently I took a different 
line, and went to him saying that certain 
information had come into my possession; 
and that I came, as a friend, to ask him to 
resign his living. I said that if he did not 
resign there would he an inquiry, and a lot 
of mud-throwing. He did not like it, and 
he said that he would not think of resigning, 
because it would look like an acknowledy- 
ment of his guilt.” Witness asked the rector 
if he would be willing for him to make a 
private investigation. Mr, Hayden agreed, 
and it took him about a week to get all the 
information possible. He went to see a man 
named Fred Mitchell, and as a result of 
what Mitchell said he submitted a report to 
the Bishop of Gloucester. 

Colonel Ricardo agreed, in cross-examina- 
tion by Dr. Earengey, that, although he was 
acting as a friend of the rector, he did not 
tell him the name of the man who had 
defamed him, and against whom the rector 
could have taken criminal proceedings. 

Dr. Earengey—You, perhaps, were one of 
the busy-bodies ? 

Colonel Ricardo—Yes, I admit I was one 
of the busy-bodies. Colonel Ricardo added 
that in what he did he was only actuated by 
what he thought was for the good of the 
parish. 

Dr. Earengey—It is so nice to pursne 
people and think you are doing it with the 
approbation of heaven and earth. 

Sir Cecil Brett, a former churchwarden 
at the neighbouring parish church, said that 
he called on Mr. Hayden when he was trying 
to get a transfer of the living. The rector 
said that he had not been successful, adding, 
“ And I suppose I am in for another term 
of penance.’’ They then went out for a walk, 
ee the rector pulled him up, saying, “ Do 
you know what the last scandal is they are 
spreading about me in Avening?’’ He then 
spoke about Mitchell. having spread a story 
in the publichouse that he had seen him in 
the fields with Miss Chipp under suspicious 
circumstances, and that the rector had given 
him half-a-crown. The rector declared that 
the story was false, and that what actually 
happened was that he had been out followin 
the hounds. He put his bicycle in the fiel 
and found that Miss Chipp, who had been 
following the hounds independently, had also 
placed her bicycle in the same field, 
They left together, said the _ rector, 
and, going out of the field, a man 
opened the gate. He said that it was 
Christmas time and that he would like a 
drink, The tector said that he gave the man 
a shilling. Later, said Mr. Hayden, he sent 
for Mitchell and asked why he was spreadin 
these scandalous reports. Mitchell said tha 
he did not mean to do him any harm, 

Sir Cecil then spoke of the occasion when 
he remonstrated with the rector about allow- 
ing his name to be associated with Miss 
Chipp. The rector admitted that he had been 
associating with Miss Chipp, as he found it 
lonely in the village and wanted companion- 
ship. He foundethat he had many tastes in 
common with Miss Chipp.
